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Women and Legislative Candidates. 


The Legislative Council of Indiana Women makes the amiounce- 
nient that it purposes giving particular attention to a scrutiny of the 
candidate« for the legislature next year, and will sec that its discov- 
eries regarding the men and the sort of citizenship they stand for 
secure due publicity. The Indiana woman has not yet been given the 
ballot, but she has discovered a political avenuo in which she can 
nevertheless accomplish much good, not especially in furthering the 
cause cf suffrage, but in the general interest of better govennnent. 


The man who hopes to get into the legislature in the future by 
devious methods or as the representative of special interests, will do 
well to make a - note of the new order of things. 
The legislative 
places are of first importance, but they are not often attractive to 
men of particular qualifications for them because of their temporary 
character «nd the lack of attractive salary that attaches to the posi- 
tion. This is notably true in the less populous counties, where com- 
p'jratively little attention is paid to the legislative positions. 
For 
the good of tlic state at large it is impossible to choose men of too 
high, calibre for the legislature, and the sum total of the enactments 
is going to reflect pretty accurately the character and the grasp of 
public questions of the men who compose the legislative body. 


The popular impression that woman's present activity in poli- 
tics is confined wholly to an effort to secure the ballot is entirely 
erroneous. 
They are finding a much larger usefulness than that, 
however desirable it would be to see them given full citizenship in 
the electorate. 
Exercising a watchful oversight of legislative tim- 
ber will constitute a real public service. 
The undesirable will find 
it extremely difficult to pass unscotched beneath the scrutinizing 
ga«e of the ladies, and he cannot complain that he hasn't had due 
and timely warning of what's coming. 


The vocational school idea was given notable support in Fort 
Wayne Friday when Master Mechanic Griest, of the Pennsylvania 
railroad system, urged a continuance of studies after leaving the 
school room. Mr. Griest was addressing a gathering of nearly a hun- 
dred shopmen, and the truth he emphasized is that education is never 
coinplete. Whether it be in the schoolroom or in the later activities 
of life, the man should be constantly learning new lessons and sup- 
plcijienting his store of knowledge with educational attainment that 
will better.qualify him for new duties and advanced responsibilities. 
Schooling should by no means end with boyhood or girlhood. 


The McKinley club, a republican organization at Terre Haute, 
has rise« in horror and demanded an explanation of the charge, 
made by a witness in the Bell trial at Indianapolis, that the president 
of the silk-stockinged Columbia republican club at Indianapolis, had 
contributed $500 in $1 and $2 bills to aid in the nomination of the 
democratic candidate for sheriff of' Marion county. 
Still, perhaps 
the experience of Terre Haute qualifies her for competent censorship» 
pf the political morals of other commumties in Indiana. 


Announcement is made that Sig W. KAnn, of Ligonier, will seek 
the democratic nomination for state statistician next year, and his 
friends are already rallying for orgam^ed support. Mr. Kann is a 
traveUog salesman who has been active in political affairs of the 
district for some years, and it is expected that he will command a 
very strong following from the northern section of the state.

The Ft. Wayne Morrb Plan company 
began operating on Oct. 4. 
It has a 
fttlty gubscribed capital ol $100,000, and 
is the second anti-loan shark institution 
of its kind in the state of Indiana. Its 
oflBcers Axe Theodore F. Thicme, presi- 
dent; Theodore Wentz and Isidor Leh- 
man, vice president; Clinton R. Willson, 
treasurer ; Edward J. Lludman, secre- 
tary-manager. 
The board of directors 
includes twenty-six representative busi- 
ness men. This is the twenty-sixth com- 
pany operating the plan of industrial 
loans and invcstmenta indicated by its 
title, the twenty-fifth haA'ing been in 
operation at Waterbury, Conn., since 
Aug. 24. 


The Morris plan involves a aysteiii of 
savings and loans for people of small 
incomes. Under the system the salaried 
man or woman, the wage earning per- 
son may establish a credit by showing 
a disposition to save systematically, and 
may get a loan in an emergency at reas- 
onable interest, the money to be repaid 
in weekly installmeuts in accord with 
the ability of the borrower to pay. Not 
only does the Morris plan enable the 
person who needs money to establish a 
credit and get the loan at reasonable 
rates, but it tends to encourage and in- 
imicate thrift and the habit of system- 
atic saving. 


For 
example, where the 
borrower 
makes his regular weekly payments in 
settling his loan, he is likely to form 
the habit of putting by a regular sum 
o\it of his income every week, and he 
is likely to find he can xory easily con- 
tinue to do this in(iefinitely. 
Having 
paid his loan by saving or by putting 
aside a certain sum weekly, he learns 
he can go right on putting aside such an 
amount every week for a savings ac- 
count. So. in place of payinsr interest, 
he begins to draw interest. This is the 
logic of the Morris system. 
It tends 
sanely to thrift and it tends also to do 
away with extortion such as the poor 
in past years have suffered at the hands 
of usurers and so-called loan sharks.

Without taking part with either sidf 
in the present street car controversy, I 
want to suggest that while I am not 
opposed to unions of laboring men, I 
am sure I would not want to operate a 
street car line with union labor unless 
the union would assume, with proper 
guarantee, the risks and responsibilities 
incident to operating the cars. 


The hazards are too great to allow 
men not interested in property to hire, 
discipline and discharge the men oper- 
ating it. 


Great care must be used in the selec- 
tion of men and in educating them to 
their duty. 
With the greatest caro in 
selecting men and instructing them to 
their duties, accidents do happen that 
cost the owners of the propertj' thou- 
sands upon thousands of dollars. 


A few years ago two employes of the 
company, by the most reckless careless- 
ness and an entire disregard of orders, 
cost the company two hundred thousand 
dollars and killed nearly two score hu- 
man beings. 


If I were a union man I would not 
want to take the responsibility of run- 
ning the cars and selecting the men 
and educating them and 
disciplining 
them. 


This work ought to rest wholly on 
the shoulders of the men who own the 
lines and are answerable to the public 
for the accidents to life and property

ters in every season except in 1908, when 
the official scores gave Criss, of St. Louis, 
the palm, he having batted .341 in 64 
aames to Cobb's .324 in 150. Today Cobb's 
average for the season just ended Is .369. 
In stolen bases the Georgian has set a 
new league record at 97 for the season. 
The old mark for the American 
league 
was 88, credited to Milan ,of Washington, 
in 1912. 


In runs scored Cobb is ahead of all with 
144 and leads in total bases with 271.

Build Floating 
on Thousands of Balloons; 
How Maxim Would Defend London from Zeppelins 


His Solution of England's 
Big Problem is to Equip 
These Balloons With Ma- 
chine Gun Baskets and 
Landing Stages for Aero- 
planes and Launch Fleet 
of Aviators at Every Ap- 
proaching Dirigible. 


By J. H. Duckworth. 


New York, Oct. 7.—"The Zeppelin i» a 
species of scarecrow. Count Zeppelin is 
a sort of bogy man—a Black Douglas!" 


Thus did Hudson Maxim, high explo- 
sive and aeronautical expert on the re- 
cently appointed United States naval 
advisory board, pooh-pooh the latest ac- 
tivities of the German airships. I asked 
the famous inventor how he would fight 
the monster dirigible balloons. 


"If I were a Londoner," eaid Maxim, 
"and had government backing, I would 
fight the Zeppelins in the following man- 
ner: 


"I would have a circle of captive bal- 
loons around the entire city to serve as 
signal-stations. 
These 
balloons would 
be adapted to be raised to any desired 
altitude and lowered at will. I would 
have each balloon armed with a machine 
gun and two or three men. 


"I would also have a platform on the 
top of each balloon with an aeroplane 
ready for flight. 


The balloons need not be raised to the 
desired altitude except on the signal of 
danger. 
Consequently, they would not 
be up in the region of intense cold, and 
it would be only necessary to raise them 
into the region of cold when ready to 
do business. 


"The 
Zeppelins, in order to attack 
London, would either have to fly be- 
tween, or over, or below this circle of 
balloons, and could not fail of being 
seen or heard, because at a considerable 
altitude above the-city the least sound 
can be heard at a great distance. 
A 
Zeppelin could be heard coming long 
before it came within gun-fire. 


"Each balloon would be connected by, 
telephone or wireless tele^aph with all 
other balloons, and with the earth, and 
at once, as soon as a Zeppelin was 
sighted, the aviators in the basket of 
each balloon woulá climb upon their 
respective aeroplanes, launch the aero* 
plane—and away after the Zeppelins. 


"Of course, the altitude of the Zvp' 
Itelin would be determined first, and 
the balloons would be immediately rais- 
ed to the height occupied by the Zep- 
pelin or Zeppelins, so that tiie aeroplanes 
would not have to climb any after' start- 
ing for the attack. 


"In ease of a high wind, the balloons 
could be lowered into a Úg cylindrical 
shed; in other words, dra.wn down lik* a

"No, indeed. I would say, rather, that 
the war is going to end the Zeppelins."

London each day, and kill a thousand 
persons, the loss would be less than the 
birth rate. 


"Well, then, are aeroplanes going to 
be the deciding factor in the war?" was 
my final qiiery. 


Maxim shook his shaggy white head, 
and answered: 


"The main deciding factor in the war 
is going to be the worlMho» for tunUog

But with all these safeguards thrown 
about the populace the latter has been 
exceedingly lax in dibease prevention. 
But this does not apply to Fort Wayne 
alone, for Fort Wayne stands well in 
the lead in the work, but it applies to 
the country as a whole. 
The entire na- 
tion has spent so much time 
fighting 
cattle plagues and insisting on steamship 


inepoction, that it has allowed the mat- 
ter of disease jtrevoiitioii araon^ human 
beings to como very slowly, with only a 
few interested 
worktrs ui each com- 
munity. 


Disease Prevention and Housing. 


Disease prevention and the 
housing 
problem trot in double harness. To rem- 
edy bad housing conditions in a town 
is to remedy breeders of disease. 
For 
with perfect housing, disease in many 
forms would have so hard a struggle 
that it would be eliminated. 


Housing conditions in i b r t Wayne are 
mighty good, compared to those In some 
cities. 
This city is far to the front in 
the matter of home owning and home 
sanitation, but it 
still has a lot 
to 
learn. 


Have We Slums? 


The proud Fort Waynite is likely to 
take his guest over the streets 
where 
we have ornamental lighting, and plac- 
ing a hand upon his expanded cheat, ex- 
plain that "we have no slums in Fort 
Wayne." 
But, hold on a minute, old 
fellow. 
What 
makes 
you 
think 
we 
haven't any slums? 
Maybe you haven't 


Been them, and maybe there aren't great 
rows of bleak tenements with fire es- ^ 
capes and the odor of garlic. 
But scat- 
tered throughout the city are little spots,; 
plague spots they might be termed by 
one rash enough to call down the ire 
of the community. 
But they're here, 
and they have been hero for years. 


The accompanying pictures were made' 
yesterday in Fort Wayne. 
'Two of them 
show well kept places, the others were 
made in spots that shame the city. Yea, 
we may not have slums, but we 
sure 
have some husky little slumlets. 


There are probably a dozen such planes 
scattered 
throughout 
the length and • 
breadth of the town. 
No, it wouldn't' 
do to be too specific aa to their loca- ( 
tion, but you can. find them if you're; 
anything of an explorer and really want 
to look them up. 


One of them was the shanty town or- 
dered down by the board of works. 
This 
Is a row of shacks along new Grand; 
street, east of Hoagland. 
Those neigh-' 
bors who do keep their property in good 
condition have almost pven up trying' 
to get the owners and the renters of! 


other nearby property to clean up. 
The 
twenty-one shacks are so rickety and 
filthy that they are a fire as well as a 
health menace. 


Housing and Tuberculosis. 


Tubeixulosia is one of the preventable 
diseases that has long been allowed to 
spread with such alarming rapidity that 
it now is a national menace. 
It is one 
of the most contagious 
diseases, and 
takes BO great a toll of Uvea in some 
states that more than two hundred out 
of ten thousand people die of it each 
year. 


And the spread of tuberculosis could 
well be stopped by proper living condi- 
tions. 
Improper 
conditions 
within 
a 
house cause not 
only the deaths 
of 
those who already have contracted tu- 
berculosis, but also the great spread of 
the disease. 


Dr. Hurty, who wn« lau^hpd at for 
years and now is famous the world over 
as the man who saw years ahead of the 
other members of the medical profession 
in the matter of disease prevention, savs 
that 
poor carpenters are one of 
the 
greatest assets to the tuberculosis work- 


er. 
Windows that 
shrink 
and 
clap- 
boards that allow the wind to whistle 
through them are often the only way 
fresh air can get into a house. 


Open Windows? Never! 


There still exists a great prejudice 
against the open window. You may pass 
along a Fort Wayne street in even the 
best neighborhoods any 
night in 
the! 
winter, and find many householders for- 
tified against the slightest breath of- air 
that might get in. 


Paper stuffing 
adorns the 
windows 
where the sashes have shrunken, and ev- 
ery known method of excluding air has 
been attempted. 
This does not refer to | 
the dwelling of the poor man alone, but I 
there are hundreds of prosperous house-, 
holders who do the same thing. 


The accompanying 
photographs show; 
the good and the bad in Fort Wayne' 
homes. 
One of them, the upper left, is 
made in a west end back yard, and 
shows conditions that make disease al-, 
most impossible to exist. 
The tipper; 
right is a back yard, set in between a^ 
livery barn 
and 
a 
blacksmith 
shop, 
where a man and a woman keep things 


clean and beautiful in the midst of con- 
ditions that are discouraging. 
The tiny 
house in the left center and the clothes 
line view in the bottom right are Avithin 
200 feet of • this clean and wholesome 
place. 


To Educate Citizens. 


Education in regard to the care and 
prevention of tuberculosis is one of the 
aims of the Fort Wayne Anti-tubercu- 
losis league, and it is for this campaign 
of education that a portion of the money 
made In the sale of red cross seals at 
Christmas is devoted. 
The remainder of 
the fund is used in fighting the plague in 
other ways. 


But housing and home living are the 
greatest part of this educational cam- 
paign. 
Bad housing 
Is the 
greatest 
danger in the spread of 
tuberculosis, 
and good hotising is the greatest factor 
In its elimination. 
Fort Wayne has bad 
housing conditions as well as good, and 
the sooner the city awakens and reme- 
dies the evil, the sooner the tuberculosis 
mortality rate will dr-erease. 
Twenty- 
eight per cent, of deaths are. díte to tu- 
berculosis, and yet less attention is paid 


to its elimination than ther» is t o th» 
hoof and mouth disease.

On. the theory that in politics all 
things are possible, James R. Mann, of 
Illinois, is a republican presidential pos- 
sibility. Re is in that large class widch 
follows Root and Burton—the dark horse 
class. 
There will be a flock of dark 
horses at the next republican convention 
—perhaps it would he better to say 
there will be a herd of dark horses. 


Mann may not be Illinois' favorite 
son, but Eii Simms, in the Marquette 
building, Chicago, is carrying on an ac- 
tive little campaign to get the delegation 
from the sucker state. He is looking for 
delegates also from some surrounding 
states, like Indiana,. Michigan, Kansas, 
Minnesota and the Dakotas. 


The Mann candidaey is not blowing 
any loud trumpets or wielding any big 
bludgeons. 
Manager Simms is frankly 
willing to edge in as a second, third or 
fourth choice. 
He simply wants to be 
on hand to be useful in case he is 
needed. 


Simms foresees an open game at the 
convention; no candidate with enough at 
the start to win, and much trading nec- 
essary to get a majority of delegates. 
Big candidates are likely to eat one 
another up. 
That is the tradition of 
political conventions. And when Grand- 
pa Root has been eaten up by Burton, 
and Uncle Burton has been eaten up 
by Broker Weeks, and Broker Weeks 
lias been eaten up by Log-Cabin Fair- 
banks, and when Log-Cabin Fairbanks 
has been eaten up by somebody else 
then the chance comes for Jim Mann, 
Borah. Cummins, Sherman and the rest 
of the black horse herd. 


Jim Mann is republican house leader. 
He has acted as such since the republi- 
cans became the minority in the house, 
and Uncle Joe Cannon was defeated. 
Even when Cannon was on the job, 
Mann( by liis p reat industry, vigor and 
comparative youth and in the need for 
making friends among the more pro- 


gressive republican members of the house 
became the real republican leader. 


Since the democrats have been in con- 
trol, and Underwood, Fitzgerald and 
Clark have dictated legislation, Mann 
has led an amiable and perfunctory op- 
position to this group. 


Mann was born on a farm near Bloom- 
ington, III., Oct. 20, 1856, making him 59 
years old. 
He was graduated' from a 
Chicago law college in 1881, and began 
practicing law in that suburb on the 
southern edge of Chicago which later 


to congress 10 years ago. He has served 
continuously since then. 


Mann was a supporter of Gannon dur- 
ing the latter's long reign. On the other 
hand, there are spot's in Mann's record 
that make him appear almost like a La 
Toilette. 
He has taken up certain re- 
form legislation, such as the pure food 
and drug law aaid the statute now on 
the books is largely a result of Wiley, 
a thing which will always be vastly to 
his credit. 
He is the author of the 
white slave law, a well-intended measure 


merged into Hyde Park, and still later | which produces some good, though it

He began ; has also been a ready instrument for the 
his political career as a member of the blackmailer. He aided in the creation of

incinerator here.

committee on garbage does not favor 
the contract, it being the belief that 
Engineer Greeley has notliing to pro- 
pose except an approval of the plan 
the board has already made to estab- 
lish a new crematory at the west end 
of Huestis avenue.

ices will cost the city about $800, onlj'

Enlightens Council on Disapproval of 


Strike-Breakers' 
Ordinance. 


In his message 
vetoin?? the 
ordi- 
nance passed at the !a;l 
session of 
the city council aiming at 
tho em- 
ployment if 
strike-breakers 
on 
the 
city street 
car llnea, Mayor 
W. .1. 
Hosey explains why he baa disapprov- 
ed the measure. 
He says that the or- 
dinance will not only be worthlesa by 
the time it can become effective, so far 
as tta primary purpose Is concerned, 
but is an unfair dioeriminatlnn against 
the traction company as well as be- 
ing calculated to interfere with 
the 
restoration of effective street car serv- 
ice, which is tlie thing the administra- 
tion has been seeking to 
do. 
The 
council is not expected to carry the 
measure over the veto. - The 
ordi- 
nance provides that men in charge of 
city cars shall have had fourteen days' 
experience on the local 
lines. 
The 
text of the mayor's message follows: 


Mayor 
Hosey 
indicated 
several 
days ago that he 
would 
disapprove 
the ordinance for the passage of which 
the rules were suspended at the last 
meeting of the council. 


Mayor's Letter to the Council. 
"To yio Common Council: 


"Gentlemen—I have not approved gen- 
eral ord.lnance No. 7i8, which would.,rcg- 
ulato the emplo.vment of conductors and 
motormen On ail street cars in the»cUy 
of Fort Wayjic, for the following reasons: 
^VThis ordinance wouhl prohibit the op- 
eration , of cars upon the streets of Fqrt, 
Wayhe UrilCM ¿ofh''"motl|)rih^. and .com. 
dMctoraJiave H^d.iottrteen daytv ^t^'l- 


ence in operating cars on the streets of 
this city, or unless such mctorman and 
conductors are both accompanied by per 
sons who have had such expéHence. 


"The passage of this ordinance by the 
council at a single session under a sus 
pension of rules that govern the passage 
of all ordinances was no doubt due to a de 
sire on its part to relieve and remedy the 
unfortunate condition of affairs that im 
mediately followed and resulted from the 
suspension of street car service on the 
morning of Sept. 25. 


"These regretablo conditions 
may ,be 
briefly summarized as follows: 
Sudden 
stoppage of 
street car 
traffic, causing 
cbnsiderable hardship and inconvenience 
to the imbllc owing to Inability to ti-avel 
to and from homes and places of employ 
ment and business by the usual means of 
transportation; the lack of continued em 
ployment by considerable numbers of law 
abiding, home-owning, taxpaying, compe. 
tent and in every way worthy citizens 
who have heretofore been operating the 
street cars in our city; the bringing li^to 
our city from abroad numerous persons 
to act as striice-breakers, or substitutes 
for the men 
previously 
operating cars, 
and who have no interest in our city ex- 
cept their present employment, and who 
are without experience in operating cars 
over the streets of Fort Wayne—which 
has resulted In numerous derailments of 
curs at curves and switches, 
collisions 
with vehicles, failure to give or observe 
proper signals for the regulation of traf- 
fic and the safety of our citizens traveling 
the streets; also the general disruption of 
mercantile and other lines of business. 


"Any sincere effort to end this situa- 
tion is worthy of support, but I cannot 
sec that the enforcement of this ordin- 
ance would in the slightest degree tend to 
accomplish {his purpose. 
On the 
con- 
trary, I believe it would tend to widen 
the breach 
now 
existing 
between the 
company and its car men and intensify 
the tension between the company and the 
public. 


"As for the main purpose sought to be 
accomplished, that is the prohibition of 
any Inexperienced men running the street 
cars, It would likewise fall, for your hon- 
orable body must certainly realize that 
the brief period of probation—fourteen 
days—Avould be sufficient to legalize and 
validate 
the 
continued 
employment of 
every strike-breaker. 


"For the above reasons I have not ap- 
proved the ordinance and hope you will 
find in them justiflcation for my action 
and trust that the 
decision will 
meet 
with your approvel.

Ques.s. 


While under the influence of the 
tnarihunaua Mexicans are liable to 
commit murder and when arrested 
give the authorities great trouble. 
In fact, a number of Mexicans re~ 
cently have been shot by Rangers 
when they resisted arrest, and tried 
to kill the officers. 


In El Paso the devotee« of 
the 
alluring drug are so numerous and 
such menace to law and order that

has transpired while the full effects 
of the drug were upon him. It takes 
only a few months of constant in- 
dulgence in the cigarette habit to 
bring on permanent insanity. 


Ii is stated that the 
marihuana 
weed grov's profusely over a large 
area cf Mexico and that it is found 
in coiislaorable 
quantities 
on the 
Texas side of the Rio Grande river. 
In some districts It Is a menace to 
live 
siock. 
The 
animals quickly 
learn to like the 
weed 
and when 
once they have obtained a taste for 
it they will eat nothing else. 
It 
brings death to them In a short time. 
REALLY A 
LOCO-WEED. 


In fact, the marihuana seems to 
be nothing less than the loco-weed 
that 
causes 
insanity to both men 
arid beasL If the devastation of the 
drug is so great on this side of the 
Rio Grande, with our jails filled with 
men who 
have 
committed crimes 
while 
under the 
influence of the 
drug, and with our insane asylums 
filled with those who have lost their 
minds through the use of the mari- 
huana, imagine the terrible effect of 
its indulgence on the people of Mex- 
ico 
and 
then 
ask 
the question: 
Where do the Mexican 
bandits get 
their nerve to commit their attacks 
on the Americans and where leaders 
summon courage to defy the gov- 
ernment at Washington. 


Then think of poor Queen Carlotta 
In her castle in France, with

As retribution for this 
deed they luiTe given the queen the 
castle in the. northern p<in of their 
domain and have maintained her for 
fifty years or more at th^fr expense. 


Here are the events that led to 
Maximilian's regency in Mexico, his 


tragic end 
queen: 


In 1861 the Liberals and Conserv- 
atives in Mexico, while in the midst 
of one of those revolutions such as 
we have at the present day, seized 
on the property of foreigners. 
In 
consequence. Great Britain, France 
and Spain concluded a Triple Alli- 
ance at London with a view to forc- 
ing Mexico to pay indemnities. 
In 
December, 1861, a force of the Triple 
Alliance 
landed at Vera Cruz and 
occupied it without 
resistance, the 
Mexican 
troops having evacuated. 
After a successful conquest of many 
states it became apparent that the 
Emperor, Napoleon III., intended to 
interfere with 
the 
government of 
Mexico and perhaps establish a mon- 
archy. 
The 
Briish 
and Spanish 
troops thereupon 
were withdrawn 
and the remainder of the conquest 
was left to the French troops. 


On June 10, 1863. the 
French 
troops under General Forey entered 
the City of Mexico after it had been 
evacuated by President Juarez and 
his Republican troops. General Fo- 
rey established a junta of 35 Mexi- 
can citizens and permitted them to 
establsh 
an assembly of 
notables 
wheh decreed that Mexico in the fu- 
ture would be an empire with a Ro- 
man Catholic prince as sovereign to 
bear Ihe'titfe of emperor. The crown 
thereupon was offered to Archduke 
Maxmilian of 
Austria, of the im- 
perial House of Hapsburg. 


The 
French were firmly estab- 
lished in the heart of Mexico but the 
army 
of Juarez still, were 
firmly 
established in 
the southern 
and 
WMtem 
portion 
of the country; 
and the contest of arms continued 
with varying fortune until the early 
part of 1864 when the Archduke 
Maxmilian of Austria arrived in the 
Mexican capital to be proclaimed 
Emperor of Mexico. 
Maximilian

was accompanied by his lU-fated 
wife who became the Empress Car- 
lotta and the first lady öt the hew 
Empire. Maximilian had -been placed 
on the Mexican throne through the 
instrumentality of the Emperor Na- 
poleon. 


The year 1864 was an eventful one 
in the 
history 
of 
Mexico. 
The 
French captured the city of Mata- 


moras and the whole Mexican %rmy 
was forced to surrender and become 
prisoners of war. 


However, when the civil war in 
the United States closed the vitaK 
ity of the 
Maximilian 
empire de- 
clined. 
The United States, because 
of Its interna] affairs, was unable 
to act before, but when peace was 
restored the 
Monroe Doctrine was 


cited and the French were invite<l to 
leave Mexico. The French thereup- 
on evacuated the country, 
leaving 
Maximilian and his imperialist fol- 
lowers to defend themselves against 
the Juarists. 
Maximilian remained 
despite the warning of Napoleon III. 
to leave the country. 


In May, 1876, the Juarists cap- 
tured Maximilian and be and two of 
his generals were shot to death on 
June 19. 


But before the death of Maximil- 
ian the Mexicanft had taken revenge 
upon, his queen. Several of her serv- 
itors are said to have given her tea 


which contained the deadly marihu- 
ana. The potion was so strong that 
she Boon lost her mind. 


So the mar^uana is more deadly 
today than 
it was in the time of 
Queen Carlotta for the Mexicans 
now are using it in cigarettes imd 
with 
each cigarette the desire to 
take the United States and annex it 
to Mexico seems to become stronger. 
And so the victims of the drug sleep 
on with their minds wandering far 
into the regions of the impossible 
for It's marihuana after all—and not 
real nerve and courage^that aeema 
to be behind Mexicp.

Under the system the salaried 
man or woman, the wage earning per- 
son may establish a credit by showing 
ft disposition to save systematically, and 
may get a loan in an emergency at reas- 
onable interest, the nion<-y t» br repaid 
in weekly installments in accord with 
the ability of the borrower to pay. Not 
only does the Morris plan enable the 
person who needs money in establish a 
credit and get the loan at reasonable 
rates, but it tends to encourage and in- 
mlcate thrift and the habit of system- 
atic saving. 


For 
example, where the borrower 


makes his regular weekly payments in 
settling his loan, he is likely to form 
the hnbit of putting by a resular sum 
out of his inf-omc every week, and he 
is likely to find he can very easily con- 
tinue to do this indefinitely. 
Having 


paid his loan by saving or by putting 
aside a certain sum weekly, he learns 
he can go right on putting aside such an 
amount every week for a savings ac- 
count. 
So. in place of paying interest, 


lie begins to draw interest. This is the 
logic of the Morris system. 
Tt tends 


sanely to thrift and it tends also to do 
away with extortion such as the poor 
in past years have suffered at the hands 
of usurers and so-called loan sharks.

tics is confined wholly to an effort to secure the ballot is entirely 
erroneous. They lire finding a much larger usefulness than that, 
however desirable it would be to see them given-full citizenship in 
the electorate.

His Solution of England's 


Big Problem is to Equip 
These Balloons With Ma- 
chine Gun Baskets and 
Landing Stages for Aero- 
planes and Launch Fleet 


of Aviators at Every Ap- 
proaching Dirigible. 


By J. H. Duckworth. 


New York, Oct. 7.—"The Zeppelin is a 


species of scarecrow. Count Zeppelin is 
a sort of bogy man—a Ulack Douglas!" 


Thus did Hudson .Maxim, high explo- 


sive and aeronautical expert on tho re- 
cently appointed United States naval 
advisory board, pooh-pooh the latest ac- 
tivities of the. German airships. I asked 
the famous inventor how he would fight 
the monster dirigible balloons. 


"If I were a Londoner," said Maxim, 


"and had government backing, I would 
fight the Zeppelins in the following man- 
ner: 


"I would have a circle of captive bal- 


loons around the entire city to serve as 
signal-stations. These balloons woulc 
be adapted to be raised to any desired 
altitude and lowered at will. I woulc 
have each balloon armed with a machine 
gun and two or three men. 


"I would also have a platform on the 


top of each balloon with an aeroplane 
ready for (light. 


The balloons need not he raised to tho 


desired altitude except on tlio signal of 
danger. 
Consequently, they would not 


be up in the region of intense cold, and 
it would be only necessary to raise them 
into the region of cold when ready to 
do business. 


"The 
Zeppelins, in order to attack 


London, would either have to fly be- 
tween, or over, or below this circle of 
balloons, and could not fail of being 
seen or heard, because at a considerable, 
altitude above the city the least sound 
can be heard at a great distance. A 
Zeppelin could be heard coming long 
before it ea'-ie within nun-fire. 


"Each balloon would he connected by 


j telephone or wireless telegraph with ail 


other balloons, nnd with the earth, and 
at once, as soon as a Zeppelin was 
sighted, the aviators in the basket of 
each balloon would climb upon their 
respective aeroplanes," launch the aero- 
plane—and away after the Zeppelins. 


"Of course, the altitude of the Zep 


pelin would be determined first, and 
the balloons would be immediately rais- 
ed to the height occupied by the Zep- 
pelin or Zeppelins, so that the aeroplanes 
would not have to climb any after start- 
ing for the attack. 


"In case of a high wind, the Imll 


could be lowered into a big cylindrical 
shed; in other words, drawn down liko a 
jack-in-the-box on the ground."

"No, indeed. I would say, rather, that 


the war is going to end the Zeppelins." 


"If a hundred Zeppelins wore to visit 


Txmdon each day, and kill a tho-.is.ind 
persona, the loss would be less than the 
birth rate. 


"Well, then, are aeroplanes going to 


be tlifi deciding factor in the war?" was 
my final query. 


Maxim shook his shaggy white head, 


nnd answered: 


"The main deciding factor in the war 


i« going to be the workshop for turning 
out. munitions."

of the People to Proper Housing Methods 


Fort Wayne has come face to face 


•with a proliU'tn tliul has grown witli it 
as a city. This problem is disease pre- 
vention. 
Little white fines havu liei'ii 


drawn on the street corners, to keep 
the deer pcepul from under the clanging 
hooves of charging truck horses. 
The 


board of safety has ruined the burlesque 
business by pulling oil' the boss attrac- 
tion, to keep the same and aforesaid 
deer peepul in a state of good morals. 
The railroads have appointed Safety 
First committees that have meetings 
and eat at the best hotels at company 
expense, to keep the employes from the 
varied dangers of the rail. 


But with all these safeguards thrown 


about the populace the latter has been 
exceedingly lax in disease prevention. 
But this does not apply to Fort Wayne 
alone, for Fort Wayne stands well in 
the lead in the work, but it applies to 
the country as a whole. The entire na- 
tion has spent so much time fighting 
cattle plagues and insisting on steamship 


inspection, thnt it has allowed the. mat- 
ter of discimc proven! ion uiin-iiL' limmin 
beings to conic very slowly, with only a 
few interested 
workers in each com- 


munity. 


Disease Prevention and Housing. 


Disease prevention and the housing 


problem trot in double harness. To rem- 
edy bud housing conditions in a town 
is to remedy breeders of disease. For 
with perfect housing, disease in many 
forms would have so hard a struggle 
that it would be eliminated. 


Housing conditions in Fort Wayne are 


mighty good, compared to those in aome 
cities. This city is far to the front in 
the matter of home owning and home 
sanitation, but it still hag a lot to 
learn. 


Have We Slums? 


The proud Fort Waynito 1s likely to 


take his guest over thn streets where 
we have ornamental lighting, and plac- 
ing a hand upon his expanded chest, ex- 
plain that "we have no slums In Fort 
Wayne." But, hold on a minute, old 
fellow. 
What makes yon think wo 


haven't any slums? Maybe you haven't 


seen them, and maybe there aren't great 
lows of bleak tenements with lire es- 
capes und the odor of garlic, lint scat- 
tered throughout the city are little spots, 
pluguc spots they might be termed by ; 
one riuih enough to call down the ire 
c! the community. 
But they're here, I 


and they hare been here for years. 
j 


Tho accompanying pictures were made 


yesterday in Fort Wayne. Two of them 
show well kept places, the others were 
made in spots that shame the city. Yes, 
wo may not have slums, but we sure 
have some husky little slumlets. 


There are probably a dozen such places 


scattered 
throughout the length and' 


breadth of the town. No, it wouldn't 
do to be too specific as to their loca- 
tion, but you can find them If you're I 
anything of an explorer and really want 
to look them up. 


One of them was the shanty town or- 


dered down by the board of works. This 
is a row of shacks along new Grand 
street, east of Holland. Those neigh-1 
bors who do keep their property In good, 
condition have almost given up trying' 
to get the owners and the renters of 


other nearby property to clean up. The 
txvcnty-ono shtu'ks arc so rickety and 
filthy that they arc a lire us Well as n 
hoahh menucx'. 


Housing and Tuberculosis. 


Tubercn'osls U one of the. preventable 


diseases thut luis Ion" l;cen allowed to 
spread with such alarming rapidity that 
it. now is a naUonal menace. It is one 
of the moat contagious diseases, and 
takes so great a toll of lives in some 
states that more than two hundred out 
of ten thousand people die of it each 
year. 


And the spread of tuberculosis could 


well be stopped by proper living condi- 
tions. Improper conditions within a 
house cause not only the deaths of 
those who already have contracted tu- 
berculosis, but nlao the great spread of 
the disease. 


Dr. Hurty. who was laughed «t for 


years and now is famous the world over 
as the, man who saw years ahead of the 
other members of the medical profession 
in the matter of disease prevention, says 
that poor carpenters are one of the 
greatest assets to the tuberculosis work- 


er.

To Educate Citizens. 


Kducation In regard to the care and 


prevention of tuberculosis is one of the 
aims of the Fort Wayne Anti-tubercu- 
losis league, and it.is for this campaign 
of education that a portion of the money 
made in the sale of red cross seals at 
Christmas is devoted. The remainder of 
the fund is used In fighting the plague in 
other ways. 


But housing and home living arc the 


greatest part of this educational cam- 
paign. 
Bad housing Is the greatest 


clanger in the spread of tuberculosis, 
and good housing is the greatest factor 
In its elimination. Fort Wayne has bad | 
housing conditions as well as good, .and 
the somior the city awakens and reme- 
dies the evil, the sooner the. tuberculosis 
mortality rate will d"<*rense. 
Twenty- 


eight per cent, of deaths are due to tu- 
berculosis, and vet leas attention is paid 


to its elimination than thare-is to tha 
hoof and mouth disease. 


Po here's the whole proposition-to a 


nutshell.
